Hr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  Urban  District. 

The  live  birth  rate  for  I96I  v/as  12.86  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  the  corrected  rate  being  15.17.  This  compares  with 
the  birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  of  17.4. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  I96I  was  15.53j  the  corrected  rate 
being  12.26,  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  England  Ci  Wales  of 
12.0.  Of  the  64  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  54  were  aged 
65  and  over. 

During  the  year  much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
extension  of  health  services  in  the  district,  especially  as 
regards  catering  for  the  increasing  number  of  visitors,  and  some 
excellent  proposals  have  been  put  forv/ard  for  the  siting  and 
structure  of  new  Public  Conveniences. 

Cne  of  the  most  difficult  problems  facing  Local  Health 
Authorities  is  the  provision  of  small  conveniences  giving  high 
standards  of  service,  yet  so  designed  ns  to  resist  the  sense- 
less damaging  of  the  fitments  by  hooligans.  It  does  seem 
imf ortuiiate  that  we  cannot  alvirays  provide  the  facilities  we 
would  like  to  because  of  the  anti-social  behaviour  of  a small 
minority. 

An  all  round  attack  on  health  problems  is  under  v/ay  in 
the  tov/n,  including  recoimiiendations  for  improved  ssv/erage, 
refuse  collection  and  toilet  facilities  in  one  of  our  schools. 
This,  combined  v/ith  the  splendid  co-operation  we  receive  from 
the  food  traders  of  the  town,  gives  rise  to  much  satisfaction. 

Once  more  I an  indebted  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  the  great  effort  he  has  made  during  the  year  to  achieve 
such  satisfactory  results.

I have  the  honour  to  present  ny  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  I96I. 

Many  problems  xvhich  have  both  a direct  and  indirect 
bearing  on  Public  Health  still  have  to  be  tackled  in  this 
area  if  services  and  amenities  are  to  brought  up  to  modern 
standards.  Not  the  least  important  of  these  is  the  problem 
of  cesspool  drainage  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  district. 

Most  properties  have  defective  cesspools  and  the  best  vray  to 
deal  with  this  natter  is  by  providing  sewers  and  proper 
sewage  disposal.  The  financial  implications  will  no  doubt 
be  considerable  but  the  Council  intend  to  investigate  and 
give  detailed  consideration  to  this  problem  during  1962, 

The  provision  of  modern  services  and  aiaenities 
costs  money  but  v/hether  such  costs  are  regarded  as  high  or 
lov;  depends  a great  deal  on  the  value  placed  on  Public  Health. 
A Local  Authority  who  are  Public  Health  conscious  v/ill  always 
try  to  provide  the  best  services  possible  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  pro\"iding  good  hygienic  services  will  in  the  future, 
if  not  immediately,  have  a direct  bearing  on  the  health  of  the 
population. 

I wish  to  express  ny  appreciation  to  the  Chainaan 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the 
work  of  the  Department,  and  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the  Council  and  is  obtained 
from  deep  bores  at  the  Council's  Watei*\;orks , Southminster  Road.  In  addition  to 
the  deep  bores  there  are  k shallow  wells  which,  although  not  nomally  used,  v/ere 
used  at  intervals  during  the  year  in  order  to  augment  the  supply.  The  major 
difficulty  connected  with  the  supply  of  water  in  this  district  is  the  lack  of 
adequate  storage  capacity. 

Samples  of  \7ater  are  taken  at  regular  intervals  to  check  on  the  quality  of 
the  water;  the  number  of  samples  taken  is  sbovra  belo^y. 

No,  2 Borehole  - 2 samples 

Holst  Tov/er  - 4 " 

Shallow  Wells  - 1 sample 

Generally  the  results  indicate  that  the  water  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
and  of  bacterial  purity  consistent  v/ith  a wholesome  water. 

T\70  samples  of  water  from  other  sources  of  supply  were  submitted  for  examination 
and  were  found  to  be  satisfactorj’-. 

Factories 


There  are  51  premises  which  are  registered  under  the  Factories  Act,  Routine 
visits  are  made  to  factories  in  the  district  and  during  the  year  60  such  visits 
were  made. 

In  4 premises  the  sanitaiy  accommodation  was  repaired  or  renovated. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Appendix  I to  this  Report  sets  out 
the  prescribed  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act. 

Houseboats  and  Jetties 


Under  the  Essex  Comity  Council  Act  1952  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority  is 
required  for  the  mooring  of  houseboats  and  the  placing  of  jetties  thereto  within 
the  district.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  houseboats  for  which  consent 
had  been  given  was  15,  10  of  them  having  jetties. 

The  derelict  iron  hulk  to  the  West  of  the  beach  xvas  broken  up  during  the  year 
and  a start  was  made  on  the  demolition  of  another  vessel  which  had  become  derelict. 

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

The  nuiber  of  caravan  sites  in  the  district  remained  at  3 which  included  one 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Council.  The  sites  are  in  use  from  April  until  October 
only. 


Improvements  continue  to  be  made  at  the  two  private  sites  to  conform  to  the 
conditions  laid  down  in  the  site  licences. 

Additional  land  drainage  work  is  planned  for  the  Council's  site  and  further 
improvements  to  the  roads  will  be  carried  out  next  year. 
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Caravan  and  Campitify  Sites  (Contd.) 

One  individual  caravan  site  in  the  district  is  well  maintained  and  gave  no 
cause  for  complaint. 

The  portion  of  land  on  the  Council’s  Playing  Fields  set  aside  for  campers  is 
still  popular,  and  is  filled  to  capacity  (40  tents)  at  Bank  Holidays.  Unfortunately 
the  facilities  provided  for  these  campers,  particularly  the  sanitary  accommodation 
could  be  very  much  improved,  and  the  Comicil  are  giving  active  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  new  conveniences  for  the  Flaying  Fields  which  will  serve  the  needs  of 
campers  and  the  general  public. 

30  visits  were  made  to  caravan  sites  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  sanitary 
conditions,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  this  respect.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  infestation  over  last  year 
and  it  was  apparent  that  a considerable  increase  in  the  rat  population  had  occurred. 
Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  appoint  a part  tine  Rodent  Opera- 
tive and  I an  sure  that  the  value  of  this  decision  will  be  well  realised  in  the 
future.  It  means  that  Rodent  Control  will  now  get  something  like  the  attention  it 
should  have. 

A total  of  79  properties  were  treated  for  infestations. 

Maldon  Rural  District  Council  operate  a Rodent  Control  Service  and  have 
contracts  with  a nur^ber  of  farms  in  this  area.

HOUSE-IG 


As  shown  in  the  following  table  one  unfit  house  v/as  closed,  an  undertaking 
being  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  three  houses  were  demolished, 

A total  of  three  families  comprising  13  persons  were  displaced  and  two  of 
the  families  concerned  were  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

One  house  was  repaired  and  improved  by  the  o^vner  and  the  Demolition  Order 
was  revoked . 

Fourteen  properties  were  repaired  by  the  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the 
o^vners  following  action  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act  comiaenced  in  the  previous 
year. 

Many  of  the  older  type  of  properties  in  this  district  could  be  improved  and 
brought  up  to  a modern  standard  but  landl«#rds  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the 
Improvement  Grant  provisions  of  the  Eouse  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  even  though 
the  permitted  increase  in  rents  has  been  raised  from  8^  to  12^^o  of  the  landlords 
portion  of  the  costs. 

During  I96I  12  Standard  Grants  were  approved,  and  of  these  3 were  in  respect 
of  tenanted  houses,  the  remaining  9 being  ov/ner  occupied  houses. 

No  Discretionary  Grants  have  been  made  by  this  Authority. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act  1957  were 
received.

Routine  inspections  v/ere  made  of  food  premises  in  the  district  and  v/hile  there 
were  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  Hygiene  Regulations  there  is  always  room  for 
improvement . 

Improvements  to  premises  are  continually  taking  place  but  even  with  modern 
fittings  and  equipment  the  attitude  of  the  food  handlers  themselves  is  probably 
the  most  important  item  in  securing  clean  and  hygienic  conditions.  With  the 
increasing  publicity  given  by  Television  etc.  it  is  hoped  that  those  persons  not 
already  converted  to  clean  food  consciousness  soon  will  be.

Meat  Inspection 


Following  the  acceptance  by  the  Minister  of  the  Report  on  Slaughtering 
Facilities  of  the  district,  January  1st  1961  was  fixed  as  the  Appointed  Day 
when  the  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  must  comply  with  Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  1958  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  1958.  The  Slaughterhouse  did  not  comply  and  no  licence  was  therefore 
granted  until  such  time  when  all  requirements  were  met.  On  the  13th  June 
1961  the  licence  xms  granted  and  slaughtering  commenced.

The  number  of  houses  oivned  by  the  Council  is  232.  The  supervision  and 
maintenance  of  these  properties  is  the  responsibility  of  this  department.  No 
direct  labour  is  employed,  all  the  works  required  in  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  these  houses  are  carried  out  by  Local  Building  Contractors. 

External  redecoration  of  houses  was  re-commenced  and  an  overall  colour 
scheme  v/as  adopted,  it  being  the  aim  to  bring  all  the  houses  to  conform  to 
the  scheme  over  four  years.  In  I96I  68  properties  v/ere  redecorated,  and  122 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  this  \7ork. 

The  following  table  shows  the  various  defects  and  items  of  disrepair  which 
were  the  subject  of  complaint  or  v^ere  discovered  as  the  result  of  inspections 
made.
